Unfortunately the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) does not have the 
authority to direct the state DMV's to modify their policies. DHS has established 
minimum standards for the issuance of driver's licenses and identification cards as 
part of the REAL ID Act, how a state implements those standards is up to them. 

It is a requirement that applicants must show a connection between the name on 
their proof of identity and date of birth document and the name they are currently 
using. Apparently the state DMV was not satisfied with the documents you 
presented. It is our suggestion that you contact them to determine if they have 
an alternative procedure for individuals in your situation.

This letter is being written to question the intent of 
obtaining a State issued Real ID driver’s license. I 
currently hold a Nevada driver’s license with my first 
name, maiden name and married name. I do not use my 
middle name and have not done so in over 28 years. In 
addition to my home, my social security card, my bills, my 
credit cards, my bank accounts, paycheck stubs, and yes, 
even the IRS etc. all reflect the same name that appears on 
my current driver’s license. 

•State (District of Columbia) issued birth certificate (first, 
middle, last) 

•Social Security Card- shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

•Tax records with Social Security Number- shows current 
name (First, maiden, married name) 

•W-2 Form- shows current name (First, maiden, married 
name) 

•Employment check stub with Social Security 
Number- shows current name (First, maiden, married 
name) 

•Mortgage or rental receipt- shows current name 
(First, maiden, married name) 




•Utility statement- shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

•Bank Accounts - shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

•Credit Cards - shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

When I went in to renew my driver’s license and 
obtain the mandated Real ID I was informed that I 
would not be issued a Real ID with my name shown 
as on all the above referenced documents since my 
birth certificate shows a middle name. Once again 
that I have not used for a number of years as stated 
above. 

Realizing that my wish of obtaining the Real ID from 
the Nevada DMV was not going to be met, I told the 
DMV clerk to issue me a regular driver’s license since 
I have no idea why there is a problem with the name 
that is on my current driver’s license and the legality 
of my name is now being questioned. 

Even though I was informed that the name on my 
current license was not “correct” the clerk turned 
around and issued me another eight (8) year license 
with the same name that would not be valid on a 
Nevada Real ID following the Federal Government’s 
mandate. I suppose I am okay to drive in Nevada or 
anywhere else in this country but not take a flight on 
Southwest Airlines. 

In order for me to have a “legal document” to bring to 
DMV to show the name that I have been using and 
am recognized with, is going to be a very costly 
endeavor. After I pay the required name change court 



cost of $260.00, then place an ad in the paper to 
show a “name change” to show the name that I 
currently am using, this will run anywhere from 
$155.00 to $460.00 depending on what newspaper I 
choose. 

This law seems to be affecting women by far more 
than the men as the women’s names change due to 
marriages, divorces, careers or simply the fact that 
state DMV’s offices don’t have enough room on the 
license to accommodate our legal actual name(s). 

I do not know where this law actually came from or 
who introduced it, other than maybe Homeland 
Security. It appears that not a lot of thought went into 
how the implementation of this law was to be carried 
out thus creating a nightmare and undue stress for 
many US citizens namely women. 

I feel if you are using any names on your birth 
certificate and have proof (as one of the required 
documents) and pursuant to the new Federal 
Government Real ID program who is attempting to 
assure my safety as a United State Citizen that the 
requirements be revisited and hopefully these 
requirements are changed as there is still time to 
comply with this regulation. 

This entire process will certainly be expensive for me 
to comply with and not one I am wishing to accept. 
How on court papers do you list the name you are 
“currently using” and the name you are “wishing to 
change” to as being one and the same? 



Most men in this country will never have to change 
their name which is lucky for them unlike what you 
asking of the women. The Real ID is forcing the 
women to have to reevaluate who we are. I am my 
father’s daughter and I am proud to use his name. 

The fact that I got married was by choice and it does 
not define me or make me give up my own identity. 
The intent of this new mandate by the federal 
government is a wish at best, as I am not sure what 
the intent really is about. To be able to fly and be able 
to enter a nuclear power plant or a federal building 
that requires identification? Really?? Protecting me 
from terrorists? 

I am not sure if or when violence of any kind will occur 
again, but I am clear that with all the measures the 
government is trying to take with this new Real ID 
system it still cannot guarantee 100% of my safety. 
This not only affects me but thousands and thousands 
if not millions of women. My father is already gone; 
please do not make me give up his name. If a terrorist 
act will be committed again, it won’t be because of the 
color of my skin or the name I go by, it will be 
because I am an American.

I am 16 years old and I have received a Colorado driver's learner's permit. I am also a recipient 
of Deferred Action for Childhood Arrivals (DACA). Prior to August 1, 2014, DACA recipients 
residing in Colorado were able to receive federally recognized (unrestricted) licenses and ID 
cards, given that they verify their lawful presence through the Systematic Alien Verification for 
Entitlements (SAVE), for the period of their lawful presence. This complies with the REAL ID Act 
of 2005, which specifically includes those granted deferred action as non-citizens able to obtain 
a "REAL ID". On August 1, 2014, the Colorado Road and Community Safety Act was made law. 
This act would allow undocumented immigrants with no lawful presence to obtain a driver's 
license or ID, and as stated in the REAL ID Act, these licenses would be marked with a tag 
stating that it is not valid as federal identification; however, DACA recipients would no longer 
be able to receive unrestricted ID's that can be used as a federally recognized identification 
document, regardless of the fact that they are still required to verify their lawful presence 
through SAVE and that they should be allowed to obtain a federal ID under the REAL ID Act. The 
main reason I would like to obtain an unrestricted ID is because those without one would not 
be able to board federally regulated commercial aircraft no sooner than 2016.

REAL ID only limits the circumstances where an agency can accept a driver's license or state-issued 
identification card. Any other ID or any process to accommodate a person without an acceptable ID is 
at the discretion of the individual agency/facility. 

The following list is a suggestion for agencies to consider when setting their policy regarding acceptable 
ID for access control, but it is only a guidance and not a mandate. The list is neither mandatory nor 
exclusive but is intended to assist agencies until such time as the Interagency Security Committee issues 
its guidance on implementing REAL ID. This document does not supersede or modify the authority of a 
Federal agency or a Facility Security Committee to set or implement the access control policy or 
procedures of a facility under its jurisdiction. 

A common practice in access control is for an agency to accept a Federal, state, or foreign government 
issued identification card containing a photograph, first and last name, expiration date, and any 
additional elements that the agency may need for identity assurance. Agencies generally refuse to 
accept identification cards with obvious signs of tampering. Finally, most agencies give preference to 
documents that have not expired. 

Examples of identification documents an agency may choose to accept are: 

1) Federally Issued Identification 

a. U.S. passport 

b. U.S. passport card 

c. Personal Identification Verification (PIV) cards 

d. Driver's license issued by the U.S. Department of State 

e. Border Crossing Card 

f. DHS "Trusted Traveler" cards (Global Entry, NEXUS, Secure Electronic Network for 
Travelers Rapid Inspection (SENTRI), Free and Secure Trade Program (FAST)) 

g. U.S. Military Identification Cards (active duty or retired military/veterans identification 
card and their dependents, and DOD civilians) 

h. U.S. Permanent Resident Card 

i. U.S. certificate of naturalization or certificate of citizenship 

j. Employment Authorization Document issued by DHS 

k. U.S. Refugee Travel Document or other travel document or evidence of immigration 
status issued by DHS containing a photograph 

l. Transportation Worker Identification Credential (TWIC) 

m. Merchant Mariner Credential issued by DHS

REAL ID Implementation Best Practices 

The REAL ID Act of 2005 (“the Act”) prohibits Federal agencies from accepting for 
official purposes - including accessing Federal facilities -- driver’s licenses and 
identification cards from states and territories not meeting the Act’s minimum standards. 
This prohibition is being implemented incrementally throughout 2014 and 2015. 1 

However, the Act does not prescribe how Federal agencies should implement the 
statutory prohibition. Federal agencies have requested the Department of Homeland 
Security (DHS) for guidance in order to promote consistent practices across agencies. In 
response, DHS is providing a list of alternative access control policies and forms of 
identification consistent with the intent of the Act. The list is neither mandatory nor 
exclusive but is intended to assist agencies until such time as the Interagency Security 
Committee issues its guidance on implementing REAL ID. This document does not 
supersede or modify the authority of a Federal agency or a Facility Security Committee to 
set or implement the access control policy or procedures of a facility under its 
jurisdiction. 

A. List of Alternate Access Control Options 

The following alternate access control procedures are available but must be approved by 
the implementing Federal agency or the Facility Security Committee. 

1) An agency may choose to establish a list of identification documents that it will 
accept for access control purposes in lieu of driver’s licenses or state-issued card from a 
noncompliant state. 

2) A visitor may be listed in an appointment book and the guard can call the agency 
POC for access and escort without having to present identification. 

3) An agency may escort a visitor presenting a driver’s license or state-issued card 
from a noncompliant state or otherwise unable to present an acceptable form of 
identification document. 

4) An agency may use a form of knowledge based authentication, where available, to 
establish identity. 

B. List of Acceptable Forms of Identification

A common practice in access control is for an agency to accept a Federal, state, or foreign 
government issued identification card containing a photograph, first and last name, 
expiration date, and any additional elements that the agency may need for identity 
assurance. Agencies generally refuse to accept identification cards with obvious signs of 
tampering. Finally, most agencies give preference to documents that have not expired. 2 

Examples of identification documents an agency may choose to accept arc: 

1) Federally Issued Identification 

a. U.S. passport 

b. U.S. passport card 

c. Personal Identification Verification (PIV) cards 

d. Driver’s license issued by the U.S. Department of State 

e. Border Crossing Card 

f. DHS “Trusted Traveler” cards (Global Entry, NEXUS, Secure Electronic 
Network for Travelers Rapid Inspection (SENTRI), Free and Secure Trade 
Program (FAST)) 

g. U.S. Military Identification Cards (active duty or retired military/veterans 
identification card and their dependents, and DOD civilians) 

h. U.S. Permanent Resident Card 

i. U.S. certificate of naturalization or certificate of citizenship 

j. Employment Authorization Document issued by DHS 

k. U.S. Refugee Travel Document or other travel document or evidence of 
immigration status issued by DHS containing a photograph 

l. Transportation Worker Identification Credential (TWIC) 

m. Merchant Mariner Credential issued by DHS 

2) State Issued Identification 

n. Driver’s license or identification card issued by a state that meets the REAL 
ID standards or has an extension 

o. State-issued Enhanced Driver’s Licenses (EDL) 3 

p. State prisoner identification cards 

3) Other

Boeing has a major presence in a number of states, including WA, VA, SC, PA, MO, IL and others. Many 
of our employees travel on a regular basis and the states I listed all have extensions that appear about to 
expire.

Hello, 

I am 16 years old and I have received a Colorado driver's learner's permit. I am also a 
recipient of Deferred Action for Childhood Arrivals (DACA). Prior to August 1, 2014, 

DACA recipients residing in Colorado were able to receive federally recognized 
(unrestricted) licenses and ID cards, given that they verify their lawful presence through 
the Systematic Alien Verification for Entitlements (SAVE), for the period of their lawful 
presence. This complies with the REAL ID Act of 2005, which specifically includes those 
granted deferred action as non-citizens able to obtain a "REAL ID". On August 1, 2014, 
the Colorado Road and Community Safety Act was made law. This act would allow 
undocumented immigrants with no lawful presence to obtain a driver's license or ID, 
and as stated in the REAL ID Act, these licenses would be marked with a tag stating that 
it is not valid as federal identification; however, DACA recipients would no longer be 
able to receive unrestricted ID's that can be used as a federally recognized identification 
document, regardless of the fact that they are still required to verify their lawful 
presence through SAVE and that they should be allowed to obtain a federal ID under the 
REAL ID Act. The main reason I would like to obtain an unrestricted ID is because those 
without one would not be able to board federally regulated commercial aircraft no 
sooner than 2016. Is there any way to obtain a "REAL ID", or will the State of Colorado 
be required to fully comply with the REAL ID Act and differentiate between those with 
lawful presence and those without once it is fully implemented?

Enforcement 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28, 2015 /PRNewswire-USNewswire/ -- Phase Three of REAL ID Act enforcement by 
the federal government began January 19, 2015, directing federal buildings with Security Levels 1 and 2 
designations to stop accepting driver's licenses from non-compliant states for admittance, expanding 
enforcement to "[s]emi-restricted" areas of Federal facilities. 

The U.S. Department of Homeland Security (DHS) has designated eight states and one U.S. territory as 
being non-compliant with REAL ID rule requirements and subject to enforcement: Arizona, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, New Hampshire, New York, Oklahoma, and American Samoa. New 
Hampshire and Idaho had previously received time extensions that were not renewed by DHS. 

President of Keeping IDentities Safe, Brian Zimmer, commented, "Most states are moving forward to 
improve security in their driver's license issuance process. However, it remains to be seen whether DHS 
will maintain rigor in its enforcement of all REAL ID requirements. Governors of non-compliant states 
need to wake up to the future inconvenience of their residents having to use another form of 
identification to board airliners beginning in 2016. Given the large number of federal facilities in New 
York, it is a real mystery that Governor Cuomo of New York hasn't taken steps to comply with REAL ID. 
The silence of New York's newspapers and television stations in that regard is equally mysterious." 

The REAL ID Act of 2005 prohibited the federal government from accepting driver's licenses and ID cards 
for admittance to secure federal buildings, nuclear facilities, and for boarding commercial aircraft, 
unless they meet minimum security standards set by the DHS. To meet the REAL ID standards, state 
motor vehicle agencies must incorporate counterfeit resistant security features in their driver's licenses, 
require applicants to provide a variety of proofs of identity, and confirm the authenticity of those 
documents with the issuing agency. Since the final REAL ID rule was issued in 2008, much progress has 
been made in upgrading driver's license security. However, vulnerabilities still exist. Major information 
systems have yet to be rolled out which are necessary to automate validation of proofs of identity 
presented by applicants. 








As of January 27th, 2015, twenty two states and the District of Columbia issue REAL ID compliant driver's 
licenses. Twenty states and four territories are now committed to become compliant, but have tasks 
remaining. Most recently Washington State sought and obtained a time extension to comply.

I am writing to inform you of a modification in the implementation of the 
REAL ID Act of2005, Pub. L. 109-13 that will affect your operations. 

The REAL ID law prohibits federal agencies from accepting for official purposes' 
state-issued driver’s licenses and identification cards unless the issuing state meets 
certain security standards for the issuance and production of those documents. This law 
reflects one of the recommendations of the 9/11 Commission. The Department of 
Homeland Security (DHS) has been assigned to provide guidance and leadership for 
federal agencies’ implementation of this law. 

As of December 1,2014, nine states and territories are noncompliant and currently 
subject to the Act’s prohibition. 2 Of the remaining jurisdictions, 23 are compliant and 24 
have demonstrated sufficient progress to receive an extension that allows federal agencies 
to continue to accept their documents for official purposes through October 10, 2015, 
subject to renewal. Enforcement has begun incrementally through an interagency plan 
developed under the auspices of the National Security Council. The first two phases of 
enforcement at federal facilities have already begun, applying the Act’s prohibition to 
nuclear power plants and to restricted areas of federal facilities accessible to federal 
employees, contractors, and their guests. 


' Official purposes are defined in statute and regulation as accessing federal facilities, entering nuclear power plants, 
and boarding federally-regulated commercial aircraft.

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On January 19, 2015, the agencies will begin Phase 3, expanding enforcement to 
federal facilities accessible by the general public that are subject to identification-based 
access controls, including the White House Complex. 3 (See Enclosure A.) 

Federal agencies will implement Phase 3 on a modified basis, as proposed by the 
General Services Administration and requested by the Executive Office of the President. 
Enforcement at smaller and less complex federal facilities will begin on 
January 19, 2015, and enforcement at the largest and most complex federal facilities will 
begin on October 10, 2015. The start date for each facility is based on its Facility 
Security Level classification, 4 with facilities having a Facility Security Level of 1 or 2 
beginning on January 19,2015 (Phase 3 A), and facilities having a Facility Security Level 
of 3, 4, or 5 (including the White House Complex and the Pentagon), as well as military 
facilities, beginning on October 10, 2015 (Phase 3B). 

Federal agencies may mitigate the impact of REAL ID enforcement on their 
visitors by using alternate access control measures, such as authorizing a list of other 
acceptable identity documents or setting procedures to facilitate access when a visitor has 
no acceptable form of identification. To promote consistency among agencies, DHS has 
compiled a list of best practices used in Phases 1 and 2. (See Enclosure B.) 

In order to facilitate the gathering and analysis of metrics, DHS requests that each 
agency provide: 

1. The name, title, email, and phone number of an individual to serve as your 
agency’s primary point of contact; 

2. A list of your agency’s facilities, including location (location code, city, state) 
and Facility Security Level; and 

3. Monthly reports on encounters with visitors presenting driver’s licenses or 
identification cards from states subject to enforcement. 5 Reports should be 
sent no later than the 10 lh day of each month. (See Enclosure C for the 
reporting template.) 


3 The first two phases were implemented on schedule in April and July 2014, respectively. The phasing applied to 
restricted areas of federal facilities, primarily to an agency’s headquarters. 

4 The Facility Security Level is a broadly-used risk management standard and involves a calculated measure of 
tenant population, square footage of the facility, mission criticality, threats to tenant agencies, and symbolism of the 
facility. Facility Security Level determinations range from 1 (lowest) to 5 (highest). 

5 As of November 26,2014, Arizona, Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, New York, Oklahoma, Washington, and 
American Samoa are not compliant with the REAL ID regulations and do not have extensions. New Hampshire’s 
extension expired on October 10, 2014, meaning that federal agencies will be prohibited from accepting for official 
purposes driver’s licenses and identification cards issued by that state beginning January 19, 2015. As the list is 
subject to periodic revisions, the most recent version can always be found at http://www.dhs.gov/real-id- 
enforcement-brief.

REAL ID ENFORCEMENT IN BR 


The Department of Homeland Security (DHS) announced on 
December 20, 2013 a phased enforcement plan for the REAL ID 
Act (theiAct), as passed by Congress, that will implement the Act 
in a measured, fair, and responsible way. 

Secure driver's licenses and identification documents are a vital 
component of our national security framework. The REAL ID Act, 
passed by Congress in 2005, enacted the 9/11 Commission’s 
recommendation that the Federal Government “set standards for the 
issuance of sources of identification, such as driver's licenses.” The 
Act established minimum security standards for license issuance 
and production and prohibits federal agencies from accepting for 
certain purposes driver’s licenses and identification cards from 
states not meeting the Act’s minimum standards. The purposes 
covered by the Act are: accessing federal facilities, entering nuclear 
power plants, and, no sooner than 2016, boarding federally 
regulated commercial aircraft. 

States and other jurisdictions have made significant progress in 
enhancing the security of their licenses over the last number of 
years. As a result, approximately 70-80% of all U.S. drivers hold 
licenses from jurisdictions: (1) determined to meet the Act’s 
standards; or (2) that have received extensions. Individuals holding 
driver’s licenses or identification cards from these jurisdiction may 
continue to use them as before. (See Section B of the sidebar). 

Individuals holding licenses from noncompliant jurisdictions will 
need to follow alternative access control procedures for purposes 
covered by the Act. .(See Section A of the sidebar). As described 
below, enforcement for boarding aircraft will occur no sooner than 
2016. 

DESCRIPTION AND SCHEDULE OF ENFORCEMENT 
PHASES 

The following enforcement measures are cumulative, with 
measures in each phase remaining in effect through successive 
phases. Each phase will begin with a 3-month period where 
agencies will provide notice to individuals attempting to use 
driver’s licenses or identification cards from noncompliant states 
but still allow access. After this period is over, agencies will no 
longer accept such identification for entry to federal facilities, and 
individuals will need to follow the agency’s alternate procedures (to 
be made available by the agency).

DHS will conduct an evaluation following the implementation of the first three phases to assess 
the effects of enforcement and the progress of states in meeting the standards of the act. Before a 
date for Phase 4 is set, DHS will conduct an evaluation to inform a fair and achievable timeline. 
The date for implementing Phase 4 will be set after the evaluation has been complete; this phase 
will occur no sooner than 2016. The evaluation will also be used to inform the nature and timing 
of subsequent phases and to inform the pathway to Hill enforcement. DHS will ensure the public 
has ample advanced notice before identification requirements for boarding aircraft or entering 
additional types of federal facilities change.

LIMITATIONS 

Access for activities directly relating to safety and health or life preserving services, to law 
enforcement, and to constitutionally protected activities, including legal and investigative 
proceedings will not be affected. Existing agency policies will still apply. 

The Act does not require individuals to present identification where it is not currently required to 
access a federal facility (such as to enter the public areas of the Smithsonian) nor does it prohibit 
an agency from accepting other forms of identity documents other than documents from non¬ 
compliant states (such as a U.S. passport or passport card). 

The Act’s prohibitions do not affect other uses of driver’s licenses or identification cards - 
including licenses and cards from noncompliant states - unrelated to official purposes as defined 
in the Act. For example, the Act does not apply to voting, registering to vote, or for applying for 
or receiving federal benefits.

The Nevada DMV is preparing a public education campaign to inform the public of the Real ID Act and its 
implementation in our state. We would like to get some clarification on whether DHS and TSA will 
accept one of our cards. 

Nevada became Real ID compliant on Nov. 12, 2014. Since then, we have given motorists a choice 
between receiving a compliant card with gold circle or a standard Nevada license that is marked "NOT 
FOR FEDERAL OFFICIAL USE". 

We are trying to determine whether DHS/TSA is currently accepting the "NOT FOR FEDERAL OFFICIAL 
USE" card and whether it will be denied prior to the final implementation date of October 1, 2020. 

The rules and regulations we have seen from DHS do not address the issue of non-compliant cards 
issued by a compliant state. The phased enforcement seems to apply only to non-compliant states. 

The final rule establishes the 10/1/20 deadline for compliant states. But we have no guidance on our 
non-compliant cards issued since Nov. 12.

§211.102 Definitions. 

For the purposes of preference in 
Federal employment, the following 
definitions apply: 

(a) Veteran means a person who has 
been discharged or released from active 
duty in the armed forces under 
honorable conditions, or who has a 
certification as defined in paragraph (h) 
of this section, if the active duty service 
was performed: 

(1) In a war; 

(2) In a campaign or expedition for 
which a campaign badge has been 
authorized; 

(3) During the period beginning April 

28, 1952, and ending July 1, 1955; 

(4) For more than 180 consecutive 
days, other than for training, any part of 
which occurred during the period 
beginning February 1, 1955, and ending 
October 14, 1976; 

(5) During the period beginning 
August 2,1990, and ending January 2, 
1992; or 

(6) For more than 180 consecutive 
days, other than for training, any part of 
which occurred during the period 
beginning September 11, 2001. and 
ending on August 31, 2010, the last day 
of Operation Iraqi Freedom. 

(b) Disabled Veteran means a person 
who has been discharged or released 
from active duty in the armed forces 
under honorable conditions performed 
at any time, or who has a certification 
as defined in paragraph (h) of this 
section, and who has established the 
present existence of a service-connected 
disability or is receiving compensation, 
disability retirement benefits, or a 
pension because of a statute 
administered by the Department of 
Veterans Affairs or a military 
department. 

(c) Sole survivor veteran means a 
person who was discharged or released 
from a period of active duty after August 

29, 2008, by reason of a sole 
survivorship discharge (as that term is 
defined in 10 U.S.C. 1174(i)J, and who 
meets the definition of a “veteran” in 
paragraph (a) of this section, with the 
exception that he or she is not required 
to meet any of the length of service 
requirements prescribed by paragraph 
(a). 

(d) Preference eligible means a 
veteran, disabled veteran, sole survivor 
veteran, spouse, widow, widower, or 
mother who meets the definition of 
“preference eligible” in 5 U.S.C. 2108. 

(1) Preference eligibles other than sole 
survivor veterans are entitled to have 5 
or 10 points added to their earned score 


on a civil service examination in 
accordance with 5 U.S.C. 3309. 

(2) Under numerical ranking and 
selection procedures for competitive 
service hiring, preference eligibles are 
entered on registers in in the order 
prescribed by section 332.401 of this 
chapter. 

(3) Under excepted service examining 
procedures in part 302 of this chapter, 
preference eligibles are listed ahead of 
persons with the same ratings who are 
not preference eligibles, or listed ahead 
of non-preference eligibles if numerical 
scores have not been assigned. 

(4) Under alternative raking and 
selection procedures, i.e., category 
rating, preference eligibles are listed 
ahead of individuals who are not 
preference eligibles in accordance with 
5 U.S.C. 3319. 

(5) Preference eligibles, other than 
those who have not yet been discharged 
or released from active duty, are 
accorded a higher retention standing 
than non-preference eligibles in the 
event of a reduction in force in 
accordance with 5 U.S.C. 3502. 

(6) Veterans’ preference does not 
apply, however, to inservice placement 
actions such as promotions. 

(e) Armed forces means the United 
States Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard. 

(f) Active duty or active military duty: 

(1) For veterans defined in paragraphs 
(a)(1) through (3) and disabled veterans 
defined in paragraph (b) of this section, 
means active duty with military pay and 
allowances in the armed forces, and 
includes training, determining physical 
fitness, and service in the Reserves or 
National Guard; and 

(2) For veterans defined in paragraphs 
(a)(4) through (6) of this section, means 
full-time duty with military pay and 
allowances in the armed forces, and 
does not include training, determining 
physical fitness, or service in the 
Reserves or National Guard. 

(g) Discharged or released from active 
duty means with either an honorable or 
general discharge from active duty in 
the armed forces. The Departments of 
Defense is responsible for administering 
and defining military discharges. 

(h) Certification means any written 
document from the armed forces that 
certifies the service member is expected 
to be discharged or released from active 
duty service in the armed forces under 
honorable conditions not later than 120 
days after the date the certification is 
submitted for consideration in the 
hiring process, at the time and in the 
manner prescribed by the applicable job 
opportunity announcement. Prior to 
appointment, the service member’s 
character of service and qualifying 


discharge or release must be verified 
through a DD form 214 or equivalent 
documentation. 

§211.103 Administration of preference. 

Agencies are responsible for making 
all preference determinations except for 
preference based on a common law 
marriage.

SUMMARY: Pursuant to REAL ID 
regulations, beginning December 1, 
2014, federal agencies may not accept 
State-issued driver’s licenses or 
identification cards for official purposes 
from individuals born after December 1, 
1964, unless the license or card is REAL 
ID-compliant and was issued by a 
compliant State as determined by DHS. 
Also, beginning December 1, 2017, 
federal agencies may not accept driver’s 
licenses or identification cards for 
official purposes from any individual 
unless the card is REAL ID-compliant 
and was issued by a compliant State as 
determined by DHS. This final rule 
changes both document enrollment 
dates to October 1, 2020. Nothing in this 
ride affects the prohibition against 
federal agencies accepting for official 
purposes licenses and identification 
cards issued by noncompliant States, 
pursuant to the REAL ID Act and in 
accordance to the phased enforcement 
schedule.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 
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I. Background 

The REAL ID Act of 2005 1 (the Act) 
prohibits federal agencies, effective May 

II, 2008, from accepting a state-issued 
driver’s license or identification card for 
any official purpose unless the license 
or card is issued by a State that meets 
the requirements set forth in the Act. 
Official purpose as defined in the Act 
includes accessing federal facilities, 
boarding federally regulated commercial 
aircraft, entering nuclear power plants, 
and any other purpose as determined by 
the Secretary of Homeland Security. Id. 
at § 201(3). Section 205(b) of the Act, 
however, authorizes the Secretary of 
Homeland Security to grant extensions 
of time for States to meet the 
requirements of the Act if the State 
provides adequate justification for 
noncompliance. 

On January 29, 2008, DHS 
promulgated a final rule implementing 
the requirements of the Act. See 73 FR 
5272, also 6 CFR part 37. The final rule 
extended the full compliance date from 
May 11, 2008, to May 11, 2011. See 6 
CFR 37.51(a). Since promulgation of the 
final rule, States have made significant 
progress towards securing their 
document issuance and productions 
processes in accordance with the 
standards set forth in the REAL ID Act. 
DHS has worked closely with the States 
to assist with implementation and has 
provided states with more than $263 
million in grants since fiscal year 2008. 
Notwithstanding the States' significant 
progress in meeting the requirements of 
the Act, many States continued to 
experience difficulties in satisfying all 
the requirements, especially in light of 
diminished budgets during the 
economic downturn. Because of this, 
DHS believed that additional time was 
warranted and, in March 2011, DHS 
changed the full compliance deadline to 
January 15, 2013. See 76 FR 12269. 

In December 2012, DHS began issuing 
compliance determinations to States 
submitting certification materials; DHS 
also announced that DIIS would enforce 
the Act through a phased approach and, 
in the fall of 2013, released its phased 
enforcement schedule. Phased 
enforcement ensures that REAL ID can 
be implemented in a strategic manner, 
taking into account the progress made 
by the States. Phased enforcement also 
provides DHS with an opportunity to 
evaluate the effects of enforcement in a 
measured way that can help inform the 
development and implementation of

future phases as more States continue to 
work to come into full compliance. In 
order to inform the pathway to full 
enforcement, DHS plans to conduct an 
evaluation in 2015 to assess the effects 
of phased enforcement and States’ 
progress in meeting the standards. This 
approach also can assist federal agencies 
in applying lessons learned as they 
consider future access control strategies. 

II. Document Enrollment Periods 

The REAL ID regulations include 
document enrollment dates after which 
time Federal agencies are prohibited 
from accepting for official purposes 
driver’s licenses or identification cards 
from certain individuals, depending on 
their age, unless those documents are 
REAL ID-compliant and issued by a 
fully compliant State. The current 
regulatory text provides that, beginning 
December 1, 2014, federal agencies may 
not. for official federal purposes, accept 
any driver’s licenses or identification 
cards from individuals born after 
December 1,1964, unless such 
document is a REAL ID-compliant 
license or card issued by a State 
determined by DHS to be in full 
compliance. Furthermore, on or after 
December 1, 2017, federal agencies may 
not, for official federal purposes, accept 
a driver’s license or identification card 
from any individual unless such 
document is a REAL ID-compliant 
license or card issued by a compliant 
State. See 6 CFR 37.5(b) and (c); 6 CFR 
37.27. 

With this rule, DHS is changing those 
document enrollment dates. Without the 
change, large portions of individuals 
from REAL ID-compliant jurisdictions 
would either need to renew their 
licenses before the end of this year or 
risk not being able to use them for 
official federal purposes beginning 
December 1, 2014. This is because 
although these individuals may hold 
licenses from compliant States, those 
licenses may have been issued prior to 
State compliance and, therefore, the 
document itself may not have been 
issued in accordance with REAL ID 
standards. Furthermore, the December 
1, 2014, and December 1, 2017, 
document enrollment dates may 
complicate DHS’s enforcement plan and 
diminish DIIS's opportunity to 
reasonably evaluate the effects of the 
various enforcement phases. 

Additionally, to enforce the December 
1, 2014, document enrollment date 
would require compliant States to 
significantly accelerate their license 
issuance processes to accommodate 
large numbers of residents seeking to 
renew their licenses by December 2014. 
Enforcing the date also could result in 


these individuals seeking to obtain an 
alternative acceptable document to 
establish identity for official federal 
purposes. Because of these significant 
operational and cost burdens on both 
compliant states and their residents, 
DHS believes there is adequate 
justification to stay the document 
enrollment dates. 

Thus, the Secretary of Homeland 
Security, under the authority granted 
under section 205(b) of the Act, is 
changing both document enrollment 
dates to October 1, 2020. Linder the 
REAL ID Act, the maximum validity 
period for driver’s licenses and 
identification cards may not exceed 
eight years. The new October 1, 2020 
document enrollment date represents 
nearly a full eight-year enrollment cycle 
from the January 15, 2013 full 
compliance date and should give 
residents of compliant states sufficient 
time to obtain licenses that satisfy the 
REAL ID standards, which presumably 
they will do in accordance with their 
normal renewal schedule. DHS also is 
establishing a single document 
enforcement date, as opposed to a bi¬ 
furcated approach based on a person’s 
age, to accommodate the phased 
enforcement schedule and to simplify 
the implementation process for federal 
agencies’ access control personnel. 
Nothing in this rule affects the 
prohibition against federal agencies 
accepting licenses and identification 
cards issued by noncompliant States, 
pursuant to the REAL ID Act and in 
accordance to the phased enforcement 
schedule. DHS believes this rule 
balances the security objective of 
improving the reliability of 
identification documents presented for 
official purposes with the operational 
and cost burdens on compliant States 
and their residents. 

III. Regulatory Analyses 

A. Administrative Procedure Act 

The Administrative Procedure Act 
(APA) provides that an agency may 
dispense with notice and comment 
rulemaking procedures when an agency, 
for “good cause,” finds that those 
procedures are “impracticable, 
unnecessary, or contrary to the public 
interest.” See 5 U.S.C. 553(b)(B). 

Throughout REAL ID’s 
implementation, DHS has engaged in 
extensive, ongoing discussions with the 
States regarding their ability to comply 
with the REAL ID Act and regulations. 
Based in part on those communications, 
DHS believes that phased enforcement 
offers States the best ability to obtain 
full compliance with REAL ID. As DHS 
is currently implementing phased

enforcement, DHS believes it is contrary 
to the public interest to retain and 
enforce the document enrollment dates 
as REAL ID-compliant States would 
experience additional burdens by 
requiring the accelerated issuance of 
REAL ID-compliant driver’s licenses 
and identification cards. Furthermore, 
to seek public comment prior to 
changing the age-based document 
enrollment dates is impracticable, given 
that such comments could not be 
received and acted upon prior to 
December 1,2014, when the Federal 
government would decline to accept all 
legacy licenses and cards issued before 
a State became compliant held by 
individuals born after December 1, 

1964. 

Based on the above, DHS finds that 
notice and comment rulemaking in this 
instance would be impracticable, 
unnecessary, and contrary to the public 
interest. For the same reason, DHS finds 
good cause to make this rule effective 
immediately upon publication in the 
Federal Register. See 5 U.S.C. 553(d)(3). 
In addition, because this final rule 
relieves a restriction, and because 
compliant States will be able to renew 
driver's licenses and identification cards 
in accordance with their normal 
processes, States will now have more 
time to ensure that the documents they 
issue meet the security requirements of 
the REAL ID Act, there is good cause to 
make this rule effective immediately 
upon publication in the Federal 
Register. 

II. Executive Older 13563 and Executive 
Order 12866 

This rule constitutes a ‘‘significant 
regulatory action” under Executive 
Order 12866, as supplemented by 
Executive Order 13563, and therefore 
has been reviewed by the Office of 
Management and Budget (OMB). 
Executive Order 12866 defines 
"significant regulatory action” as one 
that is likely to result in a rule that may 
(1) have an annual effect on the 
economy of $100 million or more or 
adversely affect in a material way the 
economy, a sector of the economy, 
productivity, competition, jobs, the 
environment, public health or safety, or 
State, local, or Tribal governments or 
communities; (2) create a serious 
inconsistency or otherwise interfere 
with an action taken or planned by 
another agency; (3) materially alter the 
budgetary impact of entitlements, 
grants, user fees, or loan programs or the 
rights or obligations of recipients 
thereof; or (4) raise novel legal or policy 
issues arising out of legal mandates, the 
President’s priorities, or the principles 
set forth in the Executive Order. 


C. Regulatory Flexibility Act 

The Regulatory Flexibility Act of 
1980, 5 U.S.C. 601-612, as amended by 
the Small Business Regulatory 
Enforcement Fairness Act of 1996 (Pub. 
L. 104-121), requires Federal agencies 
to consider the potential impact of 
regulations on small businesses, small 
government jurisdictions, and small 
organizations during the development of 
their rules. This final rule, however, 
makes changes for which notice and 
comment are not necessary. 

Accordingly, DIIS is not required to 
prepare a regulatory flexibility analysis. 
See 5 U.S.C. 603, 604. 

D. Paperwork Reduction Act 

This rule calls for no new collection 
of information under the Paperwork 
Reduction Act of 1995 (44 U.S.C. 3501-

E. Executive Order 12132 (FederalismI 

A rule has implications for federalism 

under Executive Order 13132, 
“Federalism,” if it has a substantial 
direct effect on State or local 
governments and would either preempt 
State law or impose a substantial direct 
cost of compliance on them. We have 
analyzed this rule under that Order and 
have determined that it does not have 
these implications for federalism. 

F. Unfunded Mandates Reform Act 

The Unfunded Mandates Reform Act 

of 1995 (2 U.S.C. 1531-1538) requires 
Federal agencies to assess the effects of 
their discretionary regulatory actions. In 
particular, the Unfunded Mandates 
Reform Act addresses actions that may 
result in the expenditure by a State, 
local, or Tribal government, in the 
aggregate, or by the private section of 
$100 million (adjusted for inflation) or 
more in any one year. This final rule 
will not result in such an expenditure. 

G. Executive Order 13175 (Tribal 
Consultation) 

This rule does not have Tribal 
Implications under Executive Order 
13175, “Consultation and Coordination 
with Indian Tribal Governments,” 
because it does not have a substantial 
direct effect on one or more Indian 
Tribes, on the relationship between the 
Federal Government and Indian Tribes, 
or on the distribution of power and 
responsibilities between the Federal 
Government and Indian Tribes. 

H. Executive Order 13211 (Energy 
Impact Analysis) 

DHS has analyzed this rule under

Notice to Access Control Officials for Federal Facilities 

You are receiving this message because you have been identified as having a role in your 
agency’s access control policies. Agencies arc advised that, starting on January 19, 2015, they 
may have new responsibilities related to the enforcement of the REAL ID Act of 2005 (“the 
Act”) (P.L. 109-1.3). 

If your facility requires identification for access: Under the Act, if a state-issued driver’s license 
or identification card is presented for access agencies can only accept a state-issued driver's 
license or identification card for access to Federal facilities if issued by states that are REAL ID 
compliant or have an extension . The Federal Government is implementing this prohibition 
incrementally in accordance with an interagency phased enforcement plan. (See 
http://www.dhs.gov/real-id-enforcement-brief .) Your agencies should already be implementing 
Phases 1 and 2, which were effective as of April and July 2014, respectively, and cover federal 
facilities accessible only to employees, contractors and their guests. 

Phase 3 will expand enforcement to federal facilities accessible by the general public that arc 
subject to identification-based access controls. Enforcement at smaller and less complex federal 
facilities will begin on January 19, 2015, and enforcement at the largest and most complex 
federal facilities will begin on October 10, 2015. The start date for each facility is based on its 
Facility Security Level classification, with facilities having a Facility Security Level of 1 or 2 
beginning in January 2015 (Phase 3A), and facilities having a Facility Security Level of 3, 4, or 
5, as well as military facilities, beginning in October 2015 (Phase 3B). 

If your building requires a visitor to present an identification card to gain access and it accepts 
state-issued driver’s licenses or identification cards for this purpose , your access control 
personnel should not accept driver’s licenses from non-compliant states, unless the state has 
received an extension. As of January 2015, only ten states and territories fall into this category. 
The jurisdictions from which agencies may NOT accept driver’s licenses and identification cards 
for official purposes are: Arizona, Idaho, Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, New Hampshire, New 
York, Oklahoma, Washington, and American Samoa. As this list is subject to periodic review 
and change, you may find the updated version at https://www.dhs.gov/sccurc-drivcrs-liccnscs . 

Your agency also should have a process for recording the number of encounters of individuals 
presenting driver’s licenses from noncompliant states for purpose of accessing Federal facilities. 
This data should be sent monthly to the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) 
( OSIIS@hq.dhs.gov) for collation by no later than the 10th day of each month. DHS will use 
this data to evaluate the impact of REAL ID enforcement on the public. 

The Act does not require individuals to present identification where it is not otherwise required 
to access a Federal facility (such as to enter the public areas of the Smithsonian) nor does it 
affect agencies accepting non-state-issued identification cards (such as a HSPD-12 card or U.S. 
passport).

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At the building level, you may contact the General Services Administration (GSA) building 
manager or the Federal Protective Services (FPS) inspector who is available to the Designated 
Official and the Facility Security Committee for information on how REAL ID applies to your 
facility. For general information on REAL ID, you may contact the Office of State Issued ID 
Support at the Department of Homeland Security ( OSIIS@HQ.DHS.Gov ). 

Additional Background 

Congress passed REAL ID to enact the 9/11 Commission’s recommendation that the Federal 
Government “set standards for the issuance of sources of identification, such as driver's 
licenses.” It establishes minimum standards for the issuance and production of state-issued 
driver’s licenses and identification cards and prohibits Federal agencies from accepting for 
official purposes licenses and identification cards issued by states that arc not meeting the Act’s 
minimum standards. Official purposes include: accessing Federal facilities, entering nuclear 
power plants, and boarding federally regulated commercial aircraft. An Interagency Policy 
Committee, led by the National Security Council Staff, developed a schedule to phase-in 
enforcement of this law incrementally over several phases. This plan, released on December 20, 
2013, can be found at http://www.dhs.gov/publication/real-id-enforcement-brief .

A gency Officials 

Please be advised that beginning January 19, 2015, new access control requirements will apply to 
Federal facilities in accordance with the government’s REAL ID phased enforcement schedule. 
As of this date. Federal agencies will no longer be able to accept driver’s licenses and 
identification cards for purpose of access to their facilities unless the ID is issued by a state 
determined by DHS to meet the REAL ID Act’s minimum security standards or has an 
extension. Access control personnel should be aware of how this requirement applies to their 
facility, which states issue acceptable identification, and what to communicate to persons 
presenting unacceptable identification. 

The REAL ID Act, passed by Congress in 2005, enacted the 9/11 Commission's 
recommendation that the Federal Government “set standards for the issuance of sources of 
identification, such as driver's licenses.” Secure driver's licenses and identification documents are 
a vital component of our national security framework. The Act directs the Department of 
Homeland Security to establish minimum security standards for license issuance and production 
and to determine when a state meets these standards. 

Visitors wishing to access Federal facilities using a state-issued driver’s license or identification 
card may do so only if the document is issued by a REAL ID compliant state (see Question #5 
below for information on the status of individual states). Your facility, in accordance with your 
agency’s policies, may continue to accept other forms of government-issued identification (such 
as a Federal employee badge, passport, military identification, or Enhanced Driver's License) or 
may have alternate access procedures for persons not in possession of an accepted form of 
identification card. 

The Act’s prohibitions do not affect other uses of driver’s licenses or identification cards - 
including those cards from noncompliant states -such as for voting, registering to vote, or for 
applying for or receiving Federal benefits. 

QI. Why is this change happening? 

A: The REAL ID Act was passed by Congress and applies to all Federal agencies. 

Q2. What types of Federal facilities are affected? 

A: REAL ID will ultimately affect all Federal facilities that have access control 
requirements involving identification card checks. Enforcement at facilities accessible by 
agency personnel, contractors, and their guests began on July 21, 2014. Enforcement at 
facilities accessible to the general public but subject to identification card-based access 
control begin for those facilities categorized at Facility Security Level (FSL) 1 or 2 on 
January 19, 2015, and for those facilities at FSL 3, 4, or 5 at October 10, 2015. 
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Q3. When is my facility affected? 

A: Please contact your building’s Facility Security Committee for information specific to 
your facility. 

Q4. Docs REAL ID affect us if my facility already has a secure process for access 
control? 

A: Yes. The REAL ID Act does not exempt agencies that otherwise have secure access 
programs. 

Q5. If my agency does not check identification cards for access to our facilities, will we 
need to start? 

A: No. REAL ID only affects access control policies where access may be granted based 
on presentation of a driver’s license or identification card. It docs not require agencies to 
institute new identification card checks where none already exist. 

Q6. Which states arc affected? 

A: The REAL ID Act covers driver’s licenses and identification cards issued by the 50 
states, the District of Columbia, and five U.S. territories (Puerto Rico, America Samoa, 
Northern Marianas, Guam, and the U.S. Virgin Islands). 

DHS maintains a definitive list of jurisdictions subject to enforcement at 
http://www.dhs.KOv/seeure-drivers-licenses#l . As of January 2015, the following states 

are subject to enforcement : 

American Samoa Maine Oklahoma 

Arizona Minnesota+ Washington+ 

Idaho New Hampshire 

Louisiana New York+ 

+ Federal officials may continue to accept Enhanced Driver’s Licenses (EDL)from these 
states. EDLs are identifiable by the American Flag on the face of the card.

Q7. How do I determine which driver’s licenses and identification cards are REAL ID 
compliant? 

A: You simply need to determine whether the card was issued by a state subject to 
enforcement (sec Question #5). 
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Q8. How does enforcement work? 

During a notification period beginning three months before your facility begins 
enforcement, you should inform individuals attempting to use driver’s licenses from a 
state subject to enforcement about the new policy but still allow access. 

After the notification period is over, you are prohibited from accepting for access 
purposes state-issued driver’s licenses and identification cards issued by a state subject to 
enforcement. Please advise the visitor of other forms of acceptable identification or the 
procedures to allow access for those without an acceptable identification card. 

Q9. What alternative identification cards may 1 accept in lieu of a driver’s licenses? 

A: Please check with your supervisor because each agency may determine which 
identification documents it will accept and there may be significant differences across 
agencies. Among the most commonly accepted identification cards that agencies 
generally accept are: Passports and Passport Cards; U.S. Department of Defense (DOD) 
identification card (active duty, reserve, and retired military, their dependents, and DOD 
civilians); U.S. Government-issued Personal Identification Verification (PIV) Card; 
identification card issued to Members of Congress and their Spouses; Federal Judge 
Credential; and State-issued Enhanced Driver’s License (Identifiable by an American 
Flag image; only issued by Michigan, Minnesota, New York, Vermont, and Washington). 

Q10. How does REAL ID affect the issuance procedures for Personal Identity 

Verification (PIV) cards issued to Federal employees and contractors under 
Homeland Security Presidential Directive (HSPD-12)? 

A: Issuance of PIV cards is outside the scope of REAL ID. Agencies may continue to 
accept driver’s license from noncompliant states for PIV issuance in accordance with 
their standard operation procedures. 

Q11. How do I answer if a visitor asks why REAL ID is necessary? 

A: As directed by Congress, REAL ID supports efforts to enhance the security of driver's 
licenses and identification documents, which are a vital component of our national 
security framework. The REAL ID Act enacted the 9/11 Commission’s recommendation 
that the Federal Government “set standards for the issuance of sources of identification, 
such as driver's licenses.” 

Q12. What do I tell a visitor who presents a driver’s license or identification card from a 
state subject to enforcement? 

A: When presented with an unacceptable identification card, you should explain to the 
individual that REAL ID Act enforcement precludes its acceptance and advise what 
alternative procedures are in place (e.g., other forms of acceptable identification card). 

Q13. How should I answer questions about how someone can obtain a REAL ID driver’s 
license? 

A: Please refer them to the driver’s license issuing agency for their state. Each state 
chooses whether to meet the REAL ID standards. The Federal Government cannot 
mandate compliance. 
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Q14. Do I need to keep records when a visitor presents a driver’s licenses or identification 
cards from non-compliant jurisdictions? 

A: Yes. Each agency should keep data on the volume of encounters with driver’s 
licenses holders from states subject to enforcement and transmit totals by state to DHS at 
OSllS@dhs.aov at the end of each month using the procedures described by your 
supervisor. For REAL ID purposes, agencies should not capture the personal identifying 
information of driver’s license holders. DHS will aggregate the reported data to measure 
the impact of REAL ID enforcement. 

Q15. Can I reject or provide extra scrutiny to a particular identification document based 
upon an individual’s real or perceived race, ethnicity (including limited English 
proficiency), national origin, immigration status, or religious beliefs? 

A: No. The standard for acceptance of an identity document is the same for all persons 
seeking access to a federal facility, enter a nuclear power plant, or board a commercial 
aircraft, regardless of race, ethnicity, limited English proficiency, national origin, 
immigration status or religious beliefs.

As of XXX, 20IX, [Agency] will be instituting new access control procedures that may affect 
visitors to the [facility name]. These new procedures are being instituted in order to comply with 
the REAL ID Act. 

For visitors using a state-issued identification card to access the [facility name], only driver’s 
licenses or identification cards from states compliant with REAL ID will be honored. [Agency] 
will continue to accept other forms of government-issued identification, such as Federal 
employee badges, passports, military identification cards, or Enhanced Driver's Licenses .

These changes arc the result of the Federal Government’s enforcement of the REAL ID Act that 
enacts one of the key recommendations of the 9/11 Commission. The Act establishes minimum 
security standards for state-issued driver licenses and identification cards and prohibits Federal 
agencies from accepting those documents for official purposes unless they are issued by a state 
determined by DHS to meet the minimum standards. 

As of January 2015, the following jurisdictions do NOT meet the REAL ID standards: Arizona, 
Idaho, Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, New Hampshire, New York, Oklahoma, Washington, and 
American Samoa. Visitors to the [facility name] with identification from these jurisdictions must 
present alternate forms of identification to facilitate access. As this list is subject to change, 
please check for the most up-to-date information . 

To avoid confusion and expedite access procedures for visitors, employees should inform 
visitors in advance of these changes to ensure they have appropriate identification upon their 
arrival. When inviting guests, we recommend including the following language in your 
message: 

[AGENCY] requires visitors to present government-issued identification for access to its 
facilities. For visitors presenting a state-issued driver‘s license or identification card, 
[AGENCY] may only accept such documents if they are issued by states that are REAL ID 
compliant. If the state that issued your license is listed as noncompliant, please bring an 
alternate form of government-issued photo ID — such as a passport nr Federal employee, 
military, or veteran identification card to facilitate access.

STATEMENT BY SECRETARY JEH C. JOHNSON ON THE FINAL PHASE OF 

REAL ID ACT IMPLEMENTATION 

Today I announce the schedule for the final phase of implementation of the REAL ID 
Act. Bottom line up front: Effective January 22, 2018, air travelers with a driver’s 
license or identification card issued by a state that does not meet the requirements of the 
REAL ID Act (unless that state has been granted an extension to comply with the Act) 
must present an alternative form of identification acceptable to the Transportation 
Security Administration (TSA) in order to board a commercial domestic flight. Over the 



next two years, those states that are not REAL ID compliant are strongly encouraged to 
meet the requirements of the law for the benefit of their residents. 


In 2004, the 9/11 Commission recommended that the U.S. government set standards for 
the issuance of “sources of identification, such as driver’s licenses.” The Commission 
recognized that “[sjourccs of identification are the last opportunity to ensure that people 
arc who they say they arc and to check whether they are terrorists.” 

In accordance with that recommendation, Congress enacted the REAL ID Act. This law 
prohibits federal agencies from accepting for official purposes driver’s licenses and 
identification cards issued by states that do not meet the law’s standards for secure 
issuance and production. The law charges the Department of Homeland Security with 
establishing minimum requirements for these standards. So, for a license or identification 
card to be REAL ID compliant, the state issuing it must, for example, incorporate anti¬ 
counterfeit technology into the card, verify the applicant’s identity, and conduct 
background checks for employees involved in issuing driver’s licenses. 

The overall goal of the REAL ID Act passed by Congress is to prevent the fraudulent 
issuance and use of driver’s licenses and identification cards, thereby ensuring the safety 
and security of the American public. Given today’s threat environment, this requirement 
is as relevant now as it was when the 9/11 Commission recommended it. 

Since its enactment, the Department of Homeland Security has implemented the law in 
careful phases, including most recently at military bases, most federal facilities, and 
nuclear power plants. Throughout this period, we have worked closely with states to 
support them in coming into compliance with the REAL ID Act standards. Now it is 
time to move toward final implementation of the law. 

At present, 23 states are fully compliant with the REAL ID Act, and the Department has 
used its authority to grant states extensions when they demonstrate steps toward 
compliance. Thus, 27 states and territories have been granted extensions for a period of 
time to become compliant. Six states and territories - Illinois, Minnesota, Missouri, New 
Mexico, Washington, and American Samoa - arc noncompliant and do not currently have 
extensions. 

We have now reached the final phase of implementation of the REAL I D Act, which 
relates to commercial air travel. These are the timelines for that final phase: 

• Effective immediately , the Department of Homeland Security will conduct 
outreach to educate the traveling public about the timeline below, and continue 
engagements with states to encourage compliance with REAL ID standards. 



• Starting July 15, 2016 , TSA, in coordination with airlines and airport 
stakeholders, will begin to issue web-based advisories and notifications to the 
traveling public. 

• Starting December 15, 2016 , TSA will expand outreach at its airport checkpoints 
through signage, handouts, and other methods. 

• Starting January 22, 2018 . passengers with a driver’s license issued by a state 
that is still not compliant with the REAL ID Act (and has not been granted an 
extension) will need to show an alternative form of acceptable identification for 
domestic air travel to board their flight. To check whether your state is compliant 
or has an extension, click here . Passengers with driver’s licenses issued by a state 
that is compliant with REAL ID (or a state that has been issued an extension) will 
still be able to use their driver’s licenses or identification cards. 

• Starting October 1,2020 . every air traveler will need a REAL ID-compliant 
license, or another acceptable form of identification, for domestic air travel. 


Important: Right now, no individual needs to adjust travel plans, or rush out to get a 
new driver’s license or a passport for domestic air travel. Until January 22, 2018, 
residents of all states will still be able to use a state-issued driver’s license or 
identification card for domestic air travel. Passengers can also continue to use any of the 
various other forms of identification accepted by TSA (such as a Passport or Passport 
Card, Global Entry card, U.S. military ID, airline or airport-issued ID, federally 
recognized tribal-issucd photo ID). 

Travelers are encouraged to check the REAL ID compliance status of their state on the 
DHS website and review TSA’s list of acceptable forms of identification. Travelers may 
also check with their state’s driver’s licensing agency about how to acquire a REAL ID 
compliant license. 


Finally, we know that some states must change their laws to comply with the REAL ID 
Act. That is why we have determined to set the timetable above, and have provided 
extensions to several states. I urge state government leaders to take immediate action to 
comply with the REAL ID Act, to ensure the continued ability of their residents to fly 
unimpeded. It is time to move toward final compliance with this law.

Dear Director Hessler-Radelet: 

I am writing to inform you of a modification in the implementation of the 
REAL ID Act of2005, Pub. L. 109-13 that will affect your operations. 

The REAL ID law prohibits federal agencies from accepting for official purposes 1 
state-issued driver’s licenses and identification cards unless the issuing state meets 
certain security standards for the issuance and production of those documents. This law 
reflects one of the recommendations of the 9/11 Commission. The Department of 
Homeland Security (DHS) has been assigned to provide guidance and leadership for 
federal agencies’ implementation of this law. 

As of December 1, 2014, nine states and territories are noncompliant and currently 
subject to the Act’s prohibition. 2 Of the remaining jurisdictions, 23 are compliant and 24 
have demonstrated sufficient progress to receive an extension that allows federal agencies 
to continue to accept their documents for official purposes through October 10, 2015, 
subject to renewal. Enforcement has begun incrementally through an interagency plan 
developed under the auspices of the National Security Council. The first two phases of 
enforcement at federal facilities have already begun, applying the Act’s prohibition to 
nuclear power plants and to restricted areas of federal facilities accessible to federal 
employees, contractors, and their guests. 


' Official purposes are defined in statute and regulation as accessing federal facilities, entering nuclear power plants, 
and boarding federally-regulated commercial aircraft. 

2 Arizona, Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, New Hampshire, New York, Oklahoma, Washinglon, and American 
Samoa are not compliant with the REAL ID regulations and do not have extensions. As the list is subject to periodic 
revisions, the most recent version can be found at http://www.dhs.gov/real-id-enforcement-brief. 
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On January 19, 2015, the agencies will begin Phase 3, expanding enforcement to 
federal facilities accessible by the general public that are subject to identification-based 
access controls, including the White House Complex. 3 (See Enclosure A.) 

Federal agencies will implement Phase 3 on a modified basis, as proposed by the 
General Services Administration and requested by the Executive Office of the President. 
Enforcement at smaller and less complex federal facilities will begin on 
January 19, 2015, and enforcement at the largest and most complex federal facilities will 
begin on October 10, 2015. The start date for each facility is based on its Facility 
Security Level classification, 4 with facilities having a Facility Security Level of 1 or 2 
beginning on January 19, 2015 (Phase 3A), and facilities having a Facility Security Level 
of 3, 4, or 5 (including the White House Complex and the Pentagon), as well as military 
facilities, beginning on October 10, 2015 (Phase 3B). 

Federal agencies may mitigate the impact of REAL ID enforcement on their 
visitors by using alternate access control measures, such as authorizing a list of other 
acceptable identity documents or setting procedures to facilitate access when a visitor has 
no acceptable form of identification. To promote consistency among agencies, DHS has 
compiled a list of best practices used in Phases 1 and 2. (See Enclosure B.) 

In order to facilitate the gathering and analysis of metrics, DHS requests that each 
agency provide: 

1. The name, title, email, and phone number of an individual to serve as your 
agency’s primary point of contact; 

2. A list of your agency’s facilities, including location (location code, city, state) 
and Facility Security Level; and 

3. Monthly reports on encounters with visitors presenting driver’s licenses or 
identification cards from states subject to enforcement. 5 Reports should be 
sent no later than the 10 th day of each month. (See Enclosure C for the 
reporting template.) 


3 The first two phases were implemented on schedule in April and July 2014, respectively. The phasing applied to 
restricted areas of federal facilities, primarily to an agency’s headquarters. 

4 The Facility Security Level is a broadly-used risk management standard and involves a calculated measure of 
tenant population, square footage of the facility, mission criticality, threats to tenant agencies, and symbolism of the 
facility. Facility Security Level determinations range from 1 (lowest) to 5 (highest). 

5 As of November 26, 2014, Arizona, Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, New York, Oklahoma, Washington, and 
American Samoa are not compliant with the REAL ID regulations and do not have extensions. New Hampshire’s 
extension expired on October 10, 2014, meaning that federal agencies will be prohibited from accepting for official 
purposes driver’s licenses and identification cards issued by that state beginning January 19, 2015. As the list is 
subject to periodic revisions, the most recent version can always be found at http://www.dhs.gov/real-id- 
enforcement-brief.

I appreciate your cooperation in executing the interagency plan for REAL ID 
enforcement.

REAL ID ENFORCEMENT IN BRIEF 


The Department of Homeland Security (DHS) announced on 
December 20, 2013 a phased enforcement plan for the REAL ID 
Act (the Act), as passed by Congress, that will implement the Act 
in a measured, fair, and responsible way. 

Secure driver's licenses and identification documents are a vital 
component of our national security framework. The REAL ID Act, 
passed by Congress in 2005, enacted the 9/11 Commission’s 
recommendation that the Federal Government “set standards for the 
issuance of sources of identification, such as driver's licenses.” The 
Act established minimum security standards for license issuance 
and production and prohibits federal agencies from accepting for 
certain purposes driver’s licenses and identification cards from 
states not meeting the Act’s minimum standards. The purposes 
covered by the Act are: accessing federal facilities, entering nuclear 
power plants, and, no sooner than 2016, boarding federally 
regulated commercial aircraft. 

States and other jurisdictions have made significant progress in 
enhancing the security of their licenses over the last number of 
years. As a result, approximately 70-80% of all U.S. drivers hold 
licenses from jurisdictions: (1) determined to meet the Act’s 
standards; or (2) that have received extensions. Individuals holding 
driver’s licenses or identification cards from these jurisdiction may 
continue to use them as before. (See Section B of the sidebar). 

Individuals holding licenses from noncompliant jurisdictions will 
need to follow alternative access control procedures for purposes 
covered by the Act. (See Section A of the sidebar). As described 
below, enforcement for boarding aircraft will occur no sooner than 
2016. 

DESCRIPTION AND SCHEDULE OF ENFORCEMENT 
PHASES 

The following enforcement measures are cumulative, with 
measures in each phase remaining in effect through successive 
phases. Each phase will begin with a 3-month period where 
agencies will provide notice to individuals attempting to use 
driver’s licenses or identification cards from noncompliant states 
but still allow access. After this period is over, agencies will no 
longer accept such identification for entry to federal facilities, and 
individuals will need to follow the agency’s alternate procedures (to 
be made available by the agency).

Before a 
date for Phase 4 is set, DHS will conduct an evaluation to inform a fair and achievable timeline. 
The date for implementing Phase 4 will be set after the evaluation has been complete; this phase 
will occur no sooner than 2016 The evaluation will also be used to inform the nature and timing 
of subsequent phases and to inform the pathway to full enforcement. DHS will ensure the public 
has ample advanced notice before identification requirements for boarding aircraft or entering 
additional types of federal facilities change.

Access for activities directly relating to safety and health or life preserving services, to law 
enforcement, and to constitutionally protected activities, including legal and investigative 
proceedings will not be affected.

The Act does not require individuals to present identification where it is not currently required to 
access a federal facility (such as to enter the public areas of the Smithsonian) nor does it prohibit 
an agency from accepting other forms of identity documents other than documents from non¬ 
compliant states (such as a U.S. passport or passport card). 

The Act’s prohibitions do not affect other uses of driver’s licenses or identification cards - 
including licenses and cards from noncompliant states - unrelated to official purposes as defined 
in the Act. For example, the Act does not apply to voting, registering to vote, or for applying for 
or receiving federal benefits.

REAL ID Implementation Best Practices 

The REAL ID Act of2005 (“the Act”) prohibits federal agencies from accepting for 
official purposes—including accessing federal facilities—driver’s licenses and 
identification cards from states and territories not meeting the Act’s minimum standards. 
This prohibition is being implemented incrementally throughout 2014 and 2015.' 
However, the Act does not prescribe how federal agencies should implement the statutory 
prohibition. Federal agencies have requested guidance from the Department of 
Homeland Security (DHS) in order to promote consistent practices across agencies. In 
response, DHS is providing a list of alternative access control policies and forms of 
identification consistent with the intent of the Act. The list is neither mandatory nor 
exclusive but is intended to assist agencies until such time as the Interagency Security 
Committee issues its guidance on implementing REAL ID. This document does not 
supersede or modify the authority of a federal agency or a Facility Security Committee to 
set or implement the access control policy or procedures of a facility under its 
jurisdiction. 

A. List of Alternate Access Control Options 

The following alternate access control procedures are available but must be approved by 
the implementing Federal agency or the Facility Security Committee. 

1) An agency may choose to establish a list of identification documents that it will 
accept for access control purposes in lieu of driver’s licenses or state-issued card 
from a noncompliant state. 

2) A visitor may be listed in an appointment book and the guard can call the agency 
point of contact for access and escort without having to present identification. 

3) An agency may escort a visitor presenting a driver’s license or state-issued card 
from a noncompliant state or otherwise unable to present an acceptable form of 
identification document. 

4) An agency may use a form of knowledge based authentication, where available, to 
establish identity. 

B. List of Acceptable Forms of Identification 

A common practice in access control is for an agency to accept a Federal, state, or foreign 
government issued identification card containing a photograph, first and last name, 
expiration date, and any additional elements that the agency may need for identity

assurance. Agencies generally refuse to accept identification cards with obvious signs of 
tampering. Finally, most agencies give preference to documents that have not expired. 2 

Examples of identification documents an agency may choose to accept are: 

1) Federally Issued Identification 

a. U.S. passport 

b. U.S. passport card 

c. Personal Identification Verification (PIV) cards 

d. Driver’s license issued by the U.S. Department of State 

e. Border Crossing Card 

f. DHS “Trusted Traveler” cards (Global Entry, NEXUS, Secure Electronic 
Network for Travelers Rapid Inspection (SENTRI), Free and Secure Trade 
Program (FAST)) 

g. U.S. Military Identification Cards (active duty or retired military/veterans 
identification card and their dependents, and DOD civilians) 

h. U.S. Permanent Resident Card 

i. U.S. certificate of naturalization or certificate of citizenship 

j. Employment Authorization Document issued by DHS 

k. U.S. Refugee Travel Document or other travel document or evidence of 
immigration status issued by DHS containing a photograph 

l. Transportation Worker Identification Credential (TWIC) 

m. Merchant Mariner Credential issued by DHS 

2) State Issued Identification 

n. Driver’s license or identification card issued by a state that meets the REAL 
ID standards or has an extension 

o. State-issued Enhanced Driver’s Licenses (EDL) 3 

p. State prisoner identification cards 

3) Other 

q. Native American Tribal Photo Identification Card 

r. Foreign government-issued passport 

s. A Canadian provincial driver's license or Indian and Northern Affairs 
Canada card 

t. Personal Identification Verification - Interoperable (PIV-I) cards 


2 Some agencies, for facilities operating under a lower risk profile, may choose to accept an identity document that 
has been expired since the expiration date may not be relevant to establishing the holder’s identity. 

3 The Enhanced Driver’s License is a Western Hemisphere Travel Initiative (WHTI)-compliant document that 
denotes both identity and citizenship and can be used to enter the United States at land and sea ports of entry. 



Facilities may also consider the following higher risk identity documents, which may be 
appropriate for facilities with a low risk profile or that have relationship with the issuing 
body that mitigate the risk of fraud. 

u. Identification card issued by local government (including county or city) 
and containing a photograph, name, and expiration date 

v. University, library or school card containing a photograph, name, and 
expiration date 

w. Any identification that is not state-issued, but deemed acceptable by the

The short answer is No. 

The REAL ID Act and regulation simply state that Federal agencies may not accept a driver's license or 
identification card issued by a non-compliant state that has not been granted an extension. That's all. 
What the Federal agency facility may accept for identification in place of the state-issued document 
under these circumstances is entirely up to the Federal facility itself. 

Moreover, the REAL ID Phased Enforcement Plan further qualifies the circumstances under which the 
prohibition of the REAL ID Act applies. See http://www.dhs.gov/real-id-enforcement-brief . The 
following limitations apply: 

Access for activities directly relating to safety and health or life preserving services, to law 
enforcement, and to constitutionally protected activities, including legal and investigative 
proceedings will not be affected. Existing agency policies will still apply. 

The Act does not require individuals to present identification where it is not currently 
required to access a Federal facility .. nor does it prohibit an agency from accepting other 
forms of identity documents other than documents from non-compliant states .. 

The Act’s prohibitions do not affect other uses of driver’s licenses or identification cards - 
including licenses and cards from noncompliant states - unrelated to official purposes as 
defined in the Act. For example, the Act does not apply to voting, registering to vote, or for 
applying for or receiving Federal benefits. 

Beginning on January 19, 2015 Federal enforcement will begin for some semi-restricted facilities, subject 
to the limitations above. We recommend that you contact the facility you plan to visit to determine if 
and how the facility will implement the REAL ID Phased Enforcement Plan.

I regularly access the John 
Minor Wisdom Court of Appeals Courthouse, the F. Edward Hebert Federal Building (where the 
bankruptcy trustees hold meetings of creditors) and the Hale Boggs Federal Building and United States 
Courthouse, in New Orleans, as well as other federal courthouses in Baton Rouge, Alexandria, Monroe, 
Shreveport, and Lafayette. Normally, we must present picture ID, including a valid Louisiana Driver's 
License to enter these buildings I noticed that the phase 3 enforcement date is set for enforcement is 
01/19/15, with a notification period beginning 10/20/14. I have not noticed any notifications at any 
points of entry, so I was wondering if the provisions of the act will be implemented at federal 
courthouses? 


On the web site, http://www.dhs.gov/real-id-enforcement-brief, I noticed the following statement: 





Access for activities directly relating to safety and health or life preserving services, to law enforcement, 
and to constitutionally protected activities, including legal and investigative proceedings will not be 
affected. Existing agency policies will still apply. 

So, will I need to bring my passport with me, beginning 1/19/15, to get into the courthouses and other 
areas where the Justice Department conducts business?

Notice to Access Control Officials for Federal Facilities 

You are receiving this message because you have been identified as having a role in your 
agency’s access control policies. Starting April 21,2014, the Federal Government will begin 
phasing in enforcement of the REAL ID Act of 2005 (“the Act”) (P.L. 109-13). Consequently, 
agencies are advised that they will have new responsibilities related to this enforcement. 

Definition 

Under the Act, agencies can only accept a state-issued driver’s license or identification card for 
access to Federal facilities if issued by stales that are REAL ID compliant or have an extension . 

As of April 2014, all but 12 states and territories have been either found compliant, or have made 
sufficient progress to qualify for an extension - meaning agencies may continue to accept their 
licenses. The jurisdictions that do NOT meet the REAL ID standards are: Alaska, American 
Samoa, Arizona, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Montana, New York, 
Oklahoma, and Washington State. DHS is continuing to receive information from states and 
assess on an ongoing basis whether additional states may be found in compliance or eligible for 
extension. For a list of the compliant and non-compliant states and additional information on 
REAL ID, go to https://www.dhs.gov/secure-drivers-licenses . 

The Act does not require individuals to present identification where it is not currently required to 
access a Federal facility (such as to enter the public areas of the Smithsonian) nor does it affect 
agencies accepting non-state-issued IDs (such as a HSPD-12 card or U.S. passport). 

Compliance 

If your building requires ID to be presented at an access point, consult the list of acceptable IDs 
for entrance. Any state-issued ID must be from compliant states (including states with 
extensions). Facilities that do not require presentation of a photo ID are not affected. 

At the building level, you may contact the General Services Administration (GSA) building 
manager, the Federal Protective Services (FPS) inspector and/or the FPS contract guards who are 
available to the Designated Official and the Facility Security Committee for information on 
REAL ID. 

Exceptions 

A visitor may present any form of ID, even a state ID from a non-compliant state if a visitor is 
gaining access to a federal building for one or more the following reasons: 

• Safety, health, or life preserving services; 

• Law enforcement and legal hearings; or 

• The application or receipt of Federal benefits. 

If your agency requires the presentation of an ID at an access point at these facilities for a 
purpose other than access control, these policies are not affected by REAL ID enforcement.

o In contrast, another department uses the presented identification to have a record 
of who has entered the building in case of an emergency. This use is NOT an 
element of that department’s access control policy and would not be affected by 
REAL ID enforcement. 


Additional Background 

Congress passed REAL ID to enact the 9/11 Commission’s recommendation that the Federal 
Government “set standards for the issuance of sources of identification, such as driver's 
licenses.” It establishes minimum standards for issuance and production of driver’s licenses and 
prohibits Federal agencies from accepting for certain purposes licenses from states not meeting 
the Act’s minimum standards. The purposes covered include: accessing Federal facilities, 
entering nuclear power plants, and boarding federally regulated commercial aircraft. An 
Interagency Policy Committee, led by the National Security Council Staff, developed a schedule 
to phase-in enforcement of this law incrementally over several phases. This plan, released on 
December 20, 2013, can be found at http://www.dhs.gov/publication/real-id-enforcement-brief .

REAL ID ENFORCEMENT 

Training Aid and Frequentl y Asked Questions 

Agency Officials 

Please be advised that as of April 21, 2014, new access control requirements will begin applying 
to Federal facilities government-wide in compliance with the REAL ID Act (Act). Federal 
Agencies will no longer be able to accept driver’s licenses and identification cards for purpose of 
access to their facilities unless the ID is issued by a state meets the Act’s minimum security 
standards. Access control personnel will be expected to be aware of how this requirement 
applies to their facility, which states issue acceptable identification, and what to communicate to 
persons presenting unacceptable identification. 

The REAL ID Act, passed by Congress in 2005, enacted the 9/11 Commission’s 
recommendation that the Federal Government “set standards for the issuance of sources of 
identification, such as driver's licenses.” Secure driver's licenses and identification documents are 
a vital component of our national security framework. The Act directs the Department of 
Homeland Security to establish minimum security standards for license issuance and production 
and to determine when a stale meets these standards. 

Visitors wishing to access Federal facilities using a state-issued driver’s license or identification 
card may do so only if the document is issued by a REAL ID compliant state (see Question #5 
below for more information on the status of individual states). Your agency may continue to 
accept other forms of government-issued identification such as a Federal employee badge, 
passport, military identification, or Enhanced Driver's License in accordance with your facilities 
policies. 

As of April 21, 2014, the Act applies only to restricted Federal facilities (i.e., facilities only 
accessible to Federal employees, contractors, and their guests) and nuclear power plants. In 
January 2015, it will expand to all Federal facilities where the check of identification documents 
is part of the facility’s access control process. Access for activities directly relating to safety and 
health or life preserving services, to the application or receipt of Federal benefits, or to law 
enforcement, legal, and investigative proceedings are not affected; existing agency policies will 
still apply. 

Enforcement begins on April 21 with a three-month notification period where individuals 
presenting driver’s licenses from states subject to enforcement are provided warnings but the 
agency may still accept the license. At the end of the notification period, such licenses may not 
be accepted and you should follow any alternate procedures established by your agency. 
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Ql. Why is this change happening? 

A: The REAL ID Act was passed by Congress and applies to all Federal agencies. 

Q2. What types of Federal facilities are affected? 

A: REAL ID will ultimately affect all Federal facilities that have access control 
requirements involving ID checks. Facilities accessible by agency personnel, contractors, 
and their guests begin the 3-month notification period on April 21, 2014 and full 
enforcement on July 21, 2014. Facilities accessible to the general public but subject to 
ID-based access control begin the notification period on October 20, 2014 and full 
enforcement on January 19, 2015. 

Q3. Does REAL ID affect us if my facility already has a secure process for access 
control? 

A: Yes. The REAL ID Act does not exempt agencies that otherwise have secure access 
programs. 

Q4. If my agency does not check IDs for access to our facilities, will we need to start? 

A: No. REAL ID only affects access control policies where access may be granted based 
on presentation of a driver’s license or identification card. It does not require agencies to 
institute new ID checks where none already exist. 

Q5. Which states are affected? 

A: The REAL ID Act covers driver’s licenses and identification cards issued by the 50 
states, the District of Columbia, and five U.S. territories (Puerto Rico, America Samoa, 
Northern Marianas, Guam, and the U.S. Virgin Islands). 

DHS maintains a definitive list of jurisdictions subject to enforcement 
at http://www.dhs.gOv/secure-drivers-licenses#l . As of April 21, 2014, the following 
states are subject to enforcement :

Q6. How do I determine which driver’s licenses and identification cards are REAL ID 
compliant? 

A: You simply need to determine whether the card was issued by a state subject to 
enforcement (see Question #5).

Q7. Can Federal agencies accept driver’s licenses marked “Not for Federal 
Identification Purposes” or some similar phrase? 

Yes, until further notice. Most states are in a transitional phase and have not completed 
issuing REAL ID compliant cards to their residents. REAL ID prohibitions only apply to 
driver’s licenses and identification cards issued by the states subject to enforcement (see 
Question #5). 

Q8. How does enforcement work? 

During the 3-month notification period beginning April 21, you should inform 
individuals attempting to use driver’s licenses from a state subject to enforcement about 
the new policy but still allow access. 

After the notification period is over, you are prohibited from accepting driver’s licenses 
issued by a state subject to enforcement as identification to enter your facility. Please 
advise the visitor of other forms of acceptable ID or what your facility’s alternate 
procedures for persons without an acceptable ID. 

Q9. How do I answer if a visitor asks why REAL ID is necessary? 

A: As directed by Congress, REAL ID supports efforts to enhance the security driver's 
licenses and identification documents, which are a vital component of our national 
security framework. The REAL ID Act enacted the 9/11 Commission’s recommendation 
that the Federal Government “set standards for the issuance of sources of identification, 
such as driver's licenses.” 

Q10. What do I tell a visitor who presents a driver’s license or identification card from a 
state subject to enforcement? 

A: When presented with an unacceptable ID, you should explain to the individual that 
REAL ID enforcement precludes its acceptance and advise what alternative procedures 
are in place (e.g., other forms of acceptable ID). 

Qll. How should 1 answer questions about how someone can obtain a REAL ID driver’s 
license? 

A: Please refer them to the driver’s license issuing agency for their state. Each state 
chooses whether to meet the REAL ID standards. The Federal Government cannot 
mandate compliance. 

Q12. Do I need to keep records when a visitor presents a driver’s licenses or identification 
cards from non-compliant jurisdictions? 

A: Yes. Each agency should keep data on the volume of encounters with driver’s 
licenses holders from states subject to enforcement and transmit totals by state to DHS 
at OSIIS@dhs.gov at the end of each month using the procedures described by your 
supervisor. For REAL ID purposes, agencies should not capture the personal identifying 
information of driver’s license holders. DHS will aggregate the reported data to measure 
the impact of REAL ID enforcement.

Q13. Can I reject or provide extra scrutiny to a particular identification document based 
upon an individual’s real or perceived race, ethnicity (including limited English 
proficiency), national origin, immigration status, or religious beliefs? 

A: No. The standard for acceptance of an identity document is the same for all persons 
seeking access to a federal facility or a nuclear power plant, or for boarding a commercial 
air flight, regardless of race, ethnicity, limited English proficiency, national origin, 
immigration status or religious beliefs.

As of April 21, 2014, [Agency] will be instituting new access control procedures that may affect 
visitors to the [facility name].

As of April 21, the following jurisdictions do NOT meet the REAL ID standards: Alaska, 
American Samoa, Arizona, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Montana, 
New York, Oklahoma, and Washington State. Visitors to the [facility name] with identification 
from these jurisdictions must present alternate forms of identification to facilitate access. As this 
list is subject to change, please check for the most up-to-date information . 

To avoid confusion and expedite access procedures for visitors, employees should inform 
visitors in advance of these changes to ensure they have appropriate identification upon their 
arrival.

If I am reading your questions correctly, it seems that your primary concern is whether Massachusetts not being 
compliant with the REAL ID Act standards will prevent you from boarding an aircraft using your Massachusetts-issued 
driver’s license. 

The Transportation Security Administration (TSA) currently accepts driver's licenses and state-issued identification 
cards from all states and will continue to do so, at least, until 2016. For more information on acceptable forms of 
identification for boarding aircraft, please see TSA’s website ( http://www.tsa.gov/traveler-information/acceptable-ids ) 

While REAL ID prohibits Federal agencies from accepting driver's licenses from noncompliant states for official 
purposes, enforcement of this prohibition is being rolled out incrementally in phases. The exact date for enforcement 
at airports has not yet been determined, but will not occur before 2016. DHS will ensure the public has ample 
advanced notice before identification requirements for boarding aircraft change. That notice will include information 
on the process for individuals with a non-compliant driver’s license or identification card to be able to travel by aircraft. 

We continue to work with Massachusetts to support the state’s efforts to meet any remaining REAL ID standards. 

We are currently reviewing a status update from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on its secure driver's license 
program and will be updating our findings accordingly once that review is complete.

Under the Phased Enforcement Plan, you do not need a REAL ID compliant document to enter a Federal 
facility. The REAL ID Act applies to documents issued by states that: (1) do not meet the minimum 
standards of the Act, and (2) have not been granted an extension to the enforcement deadline by DHS. 
REAL ID enforcement is about states, not credentials. At this time, it does not matter if the actual 
document is compliant nor does it matter what age you are. 

That said, since Maine does not meet the minimum standards and has not been granted an extension, 
your Maine driver's license would not be acceptable for identification for purposes of access to a 
restricted Federal facility beginning July 21, 2014 under Phase II of the REAL ID Phased Enforcement 
Program. Restricted facilities are those requiring some form of pre-clearance before entry. In order to 
gain entry to a restricted facility, you need to submit identity information in advance - e.g., name, DOB, 
SSN, etc. If the facility you will be entering is not a restricted facility, then it may not be covered under 
Phase II of the REAL ID Phased Enforcement Plan. It is up to the facility security staff to decide whether 
or not it is a restricted facility under the provisions of the Phased Enforcement Plan. 

Finally, we recommend you consult in advance with the facility security/access office to determine what 
additional procedures it may use in the event it does not accept your Maine driver's licenses for 
purposes of identification. It is entirely up to the agency/facility to decide what alternative forms of 
identification it may require if you present a state credential that is not acceptable under the REAL ID 
Act. If you have received a notification from the Department of Education that your Maine driver's 
license would not be acceptable then the agency/facility will probably have developed alternative 
procedures for cases like yours. The REAL ID Act does not tell Federal agencies what forms of 
identification they may accept, it only tells Federal agencies when they may not accept certain forms of 
state-issued identification.

REAL ID ENFORCEMENT IN BRIEF 


The Department of Homeland Security (DHS) announced on 
December 20, 2013 a phased enforcement plan for the REAL ID 
Act (the Act), as passed by Congress, that will implement the Act 
in a measured, fair, and responsible way. 

Secure driver's licenses and identification documents are a vital 
component of our national security framework. The REAL ID Act, 
passed by Congress in 2005, enacted the 9/11 Commission’s 
recommendation that the Federal Government “set standards for the 
issuance of sources of identification, such as driver's licenses.” The 
Act established minimum security standards for license issuance and 
production and prohibits Federal agencies from accepting for certain 
purposes driver’s licenses and identification cards from states not 
meeting the Act’s minimum standards. The purposes covered by the 
Act are: accessing Federal facilities, entering nuclear power plants, 
and, no sooner than 2016, boarding federally regulated commercial 
aircraft. 

States and other jurisdictions have made significant progress in 
enhancing the security of their licenses over the last number of years. 
As a result, approximately 75% of all U.S. drivers hold licenses from 
jurisdictions: (1) determined to meet the Act’s standards; or (2) that 
have received extensions. Individuals holding driver’s licenses or 
identification cards from these jurisdiction may continue to use them 
as before. (See Section B of the sidebar). 

Individuals holding licenses from noncompliant jurisdictions will 
need to follow alternative access control procedures for purposes 
covered by the Act. (See Section A of the sidebar). As described below, 
enforcement for boarding aircraft will occur no sooner than 2016. 


DESCRIPTION AND SCHEDULE OF ENFORCEMENT PHASES 

The following enforcement measures are cumulative, with measures 
in each phase remaining in effect through successive phases. Each 
phase will begin with a 3-month period where agencies will provide 
notice to individuals attempting use driver’s licenses or identification 
cards from noncompliant states but still allow access. After this 
period is over, agencies will no longer accept such identification for 
entry to Federal facilities, and individuals will need to follow the 
agency’s alternate procedures (to be made available by the agency).

LIMITATIONS 

Access for activities directly relating to safety and health or life preserving services, to law 
enforcement, and to constitutionally protected activities, including legal and investigative 
proceedings will not be affected. Existing agency policies will still apply. 

The Act does not require individuals to present identification where it is not currently required to 
access a Federal facility (such as to enter the public areas of the Smithsonian) nor does it prohibit 
an agency from accepting other forms of identity documents other than documents from non- 
compliant states (such as a U.S. passport or passport card). 

The Act’s prohibitions do not affect other uses of driver’s licenses or identification cards - 
including licenses and cards from noncompliant states - unrelated to official purposes as defined 
in the Act. For example, the Act does not apply to voting, registering to vote, or for applying for 
or receiving Federal benefits.

No action on the part of the individual is needed unless you are otherwise notified by your state 
government. At this time, REAL ID enforcement is based on the state of issuance. 

What if my state ID does not meet the REAL ID 
standard? 

If you are from an affected jurisdiction, the facility that you are seeking to access may accept other 
forms of identification or offer alternative procedures. Please contact the agency you will be visiting to 
learn about its policies and to make necessary arrangements for access. 

Access to Federal facilities for activities directly relating to safety and health or life preserving services, 
to law enforcement and judicial proceedings, or to the application for or receipt of Federal benefits will 
not be affected. 


When does this take effect? 

Enforcement will begin July 21, 2014 at restricted Federal facilities and nuclear power plants. It will 
expand to include additional Federal facilities on January 19, 2015.

An exact date has not been set for enforcement of prohibitions against accepting licenses from 
noncompliant states for purposes of boarding Federally-regulated commercial aircraft. 

The reference to December 1, 2014 is based on a milestone that was in a 2008 regulation for states to 
have completed issuing compliant licenses to persons under 50 years of age. In a December 20, 2013 
letter to all governors, DHS announced its intent to amend that date to align it with other future 
milestones. DHS is currently in the process of formalizing that proposed change. 

Consequently, the statement on our website of "no sooner than 2016" for air travel is correct.

Gentlemen, 

I work with a number of people who frequently travel by plane. I am asking for your guidance 
and clarification on the issue of boarding airplanes using a REAL-ID compliant document. 
Specifically, when will the REAL-ID compliant document go into effect as it relates to boarding 
domestic flights? 

My place of employment is in Birmingham, Alabama. According to the fourth paragraph in the 
following link (Alabama Department of Public Safety website) 
http://dps.alabama.^ov/Home/wfContent.aspx?lD=80&I > LHl=plhDriverLicense- 
StarlDNewsRelease : 

"All current Alabama drivers licenses and non-driver ID cards will 
be accepted for official federal purposes until December 1, 2014. 

Beginning on that date, however, individuals born after December 
1,1964, will be required to have a REAL-ID-compliant document* 
to board a domestic flight.. 

The Homeland Security document "Real ID Enforcement in Brief 

( http://www.dhs.gov/sites/default/files/publications/REAL-ID-IN-Brief-20140418 5.pdf ) would 
seem to indicate the REAL-ID compliant document will not be required in order to board a 
domestic flight before 2016. 

I spoke with the Alabama State Examiner today and was told, according to the information they 
have been provided, travelers will need the compliant document in order to board a flight 
beginning December 1,2014. 

Information on the DHS website contradicts what is on the Alabama Dept of Public Safety site. 

I wonder if Alabama operates under other guidelines and uses dates other than those provided 
by DHS. 

Can you please clarify? Will the staff in my office (born after 12/1/64) be able to board a flight 
after Dec 1, 2014 without a new REAL-ID compliant document? For those people enrolled in 
TSA PreCheck, will they also be required to have a REAL-ID compliant document?

Pre S™ lanes, we were surprised to learn that some U.S. and Canadian citizens who are 
enrolled in a U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP) trusted traveler program have been 
excluded because of errors made in entering information when they book their reservation. On a 













given day, some have missed out on expedited screening because of a few simple errors. 


A few of the basic reasons are as follows: 

• • * Entered the incorrect Membership Number / PASS/D (also known as your known 
traveler number or trusted traveler number), or entered it in the wrong field when 
making their airline reservation online. 

• • * Entered a date of birth (DOB) when making their reservation that did not match the 
DOB they provided to CBP for Global Entry or another CBP trusted traveler program. 

• • * Didn 7 enter their full name: first, middle and last name. These should match:

Pre S™ lanes, we were surprised to learn that some U.S. and Canadian citizens who are 
enrolled in a U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP) trusted traveler program have been 
excluded because of errors made in entering information when they book their reservation. On a 
given day, some have missed out on expedited screening because of a few simple errors. 


A few of the basic reasons are as follows: 


• • * Entered the incorrect Membership Number / PASSID (also known as your known 
traveler number or trusted traveler number), or entered it in the wrong field when 
making their airline reservation online. 

• • * Entered a date of birth (DOB) when making their reservation that did not match the 
DOB they provided to CBP for Global Entry or another CBP trusted traveler program. 

• • * Didn 't enter their full name: first, middle and last name. These should match:

This is a very common problem that predates REAL ID with the states. The REAL ID regulation requires 
applicants to present evidence of a name change if the name on the source document (birth certificate) 
and their current name is different. Basically the applicant must show a connection between their birth 
name and their current name. The regulation does not specifically list what documents would be 
required to show that connection. It leaves that up to the state. To answer their specific questions; 

With the documents listed above, if a state were to issue her a driver's license, would the state be in 
violation of the Real ID Act? 

Maybe. States are able to establish an exception process for individuals who for reasons beyond their 
control are unable to present all the necessary documents. However it is up to the state to determine 
what their exception process is. If they don't have an exception process to cover these circumstances 
and they still issue a compliant document then that would not be consistent with the requirements of 
the regulation. 

According to Sec. 202(c)(1) of the Real ID Act, it would appear that she has the proper documentation. 
This is not correct. While Sec. 202(c)(1) of the Real ID Act lays out the legal requirement of the statute, 
section 37.11 of the REAL ID regulation establishes the documents an applicant must present to meet 
the Act including 37.11(c)(2) which lays out the requirements of a name change. Sec. 202(c)(2) of the 
Real ID Act also requires evidence of lawful status and section 37.11(g) lists the acceptable documents 
for proof of lawful status. The name on the documents the applicant has to show proof of identity, SSN 
and address apparently does not match her proof of lawful status document which is the birth 
certificate. 

Under this act, must she provide her birth certificate in order to qualify for a driver's license in states 
abiding by the act? 

She doesn't necessarily have to present her birth certificate but she must present a lawful status 
document. U.S. citizens typically only have a birth certificate or U.S. passport to document lawful status.

1) With respect to REAL ID and according to 6 CFR Part 37, Office of the Secretary, DHS, Final Rule, the Summary 
states, "This final rule changes both document enrollment dates to October 1,2020". Does this mean, in relation to 
CONUS commercial air travel, that non-REAL ID driver’s licenses will still be accepted at TSA checkpoints up to this 
date? 


2) Without respect to future REAL ID requirements, there are other forms of identification TSA lists as acceptable. 
TSA states one of the acceptable forms of identification is "U.S. military ID (active duty or retired military and their 
dependents, and DoD civilians)". Is the Common Access Card (CAC) included in this statement as an acceptable 
form of identification to be used at a TSA checkpoint for CONUS commercial air travel?

Good evening, 

I have a question regarding the applicability of this act concerning cargo drop offs at airports in non- 
compliant states (NM, WA). 

Several times a day we have our company couriers (NM residents) drop off biological hazard coolers 
(contents: blood specimens) at Southwest Airlines' cargo area for transportation to LAX and Burbank 
Airport in CA. This morning our courier was informed that his NM DL was no longer going to be 
accepted as a means of identification and that he would not be able to drop our cargo in the designated 
area. I can't get a straight answer from anyone in SW and am wondering if the cargo areas of the airport 
qualify as "federal facilities" according to the Real ID Act. Can you offer any concrete guidance regarding 
this? As of Jan 10 will our couriers need to have a US passport or US military ID to gain access to the 
cargo drop off points in the Albuquerque Airport?

What do I need to do if I am visiting a federal facility or a 
military base? 

Starting October 10, 2015, visitors seeking access to military bases and almost all Federal facilities using their state- 
issued driver's licenses or identification cards must present proper identification issued by REAL ID compliant states 
or a state that has received an extension. When planning a visit to a Federal facility or military base, visitors should 
contact the facility to determine what identification will be accepted.
